FOREIGN. 


Lonpox, April 25 —Otway Under, For- 
cigmbecretary, stated in the House of Com- 
mons to-day that the Government has dis- 
patches from Athens confirming the mel- 
ancholy intelligence of the fate of the 
captives in the hands of the brigands. 
The Greek Government made every cffort 
to save them, but in vain. Negotia- 
tions having been exhausted, the troops 
moved against the robbers and drove 
them to lower on the coast near Crapo, 
where they were surrounded on Friday af- 
ternoon. Offers were once more made to 
the brigands, but were rejected, and at 10 
o'clock mext moning an attack was made on 
their position. As soon as the troops com- 
menced to move Herbert and the Secretary 
of the [Italian Legation were taken out by 
their captors and butchered, and subse- 
parm tyra the brigands found them- 
selves 1 pressed, Vyner and Lioyd were 
killed. The troops finally carried the tow- 
er, and the brigands, two of whose leaders 
had been mortally wounded, fled, closely 
pursued by the soldiers. ?
